tion. = 
** Conditions in the Northern Empire 
@re now such that the country is in 
<a state of economic collapse. In- 
dustry is’ practically ruined. A 


sanitation. The annual spprtality is 
said to be no less than’6 per cent of 
the population. Reluctance of the 
peasants to supply the towns with 
food-has placed the Soviet Governa- 
ment under the necessity of requis!- 
tioning agricultural produce.

The magnitude of the indus- 
trial collapse in Russia and the conse- 
quent cessation of exchange of pro- 
ducts between town and country are 
the factors that have forced them- 
selves particularly on our ‘attention. 
We know of no similar instance of a

so far reaching. In these circum- 
stances it is clear, if Bolshevism is 
to have any;chance of. permanent 
success, there must bea rapid return

U. 8. DUTY ON LUMBER — 
TO EQUAL CANADA'S TAX 


25, Per Cent. on Sawn Lumber. and 
Dollar a Thousand on Soft 
Wood Logs 


WASHINGTON, June 9—The 
Ways and Means. Committee of the 
House this afternoon decided to in- 
clude in the Permanent Tariff Bill 
a duty on lumber similar to that im- 
posed by Canada upon lumber sent 
to the Dominion from-the United 
States. This is 25 per cent. The 
proposal was bitterly opposed by sev- 
eral of the committee members and 
it was adopted only after a lengthy 
fight. 

A duty of one dollar per thousand 
was also provided for spruce, fir and 
hemlock logs. Action of the com- 
mittee means a bitter fight in the 
House and Senate. Agricultural in- 
terests are already protesting against 
any duty on lumber. They want 
Canadian lumber -to come in free, 
declaring that the existing ‘thigh 
prices of lumber in the United 
States constitute a serious handicap 
to all farm implements. Building 
interests are also objecting to the 
duty.

Canadian oats lead the world for 
quality and are in great demand for 
seed in every civilized country, but 
oats generally receive little attention 
and are raised in a haphazard sort of 
way. Very few farmers put in seed 
plots, although there is no other crop 
which responds so readily to intelli- 
gent selection and treatment. 

Careful experiments have proven 
conclusively that the formaldehyde 
treatment of the seed for smut fre- 
quently increases the yield more than 
would be naturally expected from 
simply replacing smutted heads with 
sound ones. 

This is probably due to the fact 
that the grain is attacked by other 
aeed-borne parasites which are as ef- 
fectually checked as smut, adding te 
the general health of the grain. *

'BEORGES UNUSUAL CHALLENGER; — 


HAS BRAINS TO DEMPSEY'S BRAWNS 


NEW YORK, June 17.—Georges 
Carpentier, challenger of Jack Demp- 


sey, js one of the most unusual boxers 
who ever competed for the heavy- 
weight championship. In tempera- 
ment and intelligence, there has been 
\none Nke him among aspirants for 
‘heavy weight honors. He will be 
foutwelghed by Dempsey when they 
jelash. Other physiclal measure- 
jments may also appear to be to the 
disadvantage of the Frenchman but 
the essential item of courage Ett 
not be Included in these shortcomings. 

Carpentier, born in the coal min- 
ing district of Lens, France, fought 
as a youngster of 12 years and pro- 
gressed steadily through the various 
weight classes, meeting the best 
boxers of France, England and Amer- 
ica until he now stands near the 
pinnacle in pugilistic sport. 

A survey of the opponents Car- 
pentier has met In the ring and 
sketches of several battles In which 
he revived from a count of nine to 
outpoint or knock out his rivals in 
subsequent rounds convinces one of 
his ring courage. He has fought 
among others Joo Jeannette, Frank 
Klaus, Billy Papke, Jeff Smith, Harry 
Lewis, Bombardier Wells, Joe Beck- 
ett and Gunbdoat Smith. Some of 
them he met when a youth in his 
late ‘teens. His fights with Frank 
Klaus and Billy Papke when be was 
only 18 are declared to have been 
the most grilling in his career. In 
victory or defeat throughout his 
[ring campaign, Carpentier has been 
guided by Francols Descamps toward 
the heavywelght championship goal 
which he will endeavor to reach at 
Boyle's Thirty Acres In Jersey City 
on’‘July 2. The list of opponents 
Carpentier has met is more impres- 
sive that that of Jack Dempsey’s 
rivals. In ring experience, Carpen- 
tier is by far the older. * ;

Wells at Ghent is declared to have 
been one of the most impressive 
exhibitions of courage by the young 
Frenchman, who was outweighed 
many pounds. He took the count of 
nine in the first round, to come back 
and knock out his opponent in the 
fourth. Before they met the second 
time, he predicted Wells might last 
one round but tho Englishman was 
knocked out In less than one minute. 
Harry Lewis, in the fourth round 
of a bout, broke two bones in his 
right hand, hitting Carpentier on the 
cheek bone with a sash that cut a 
deep gash under the eye. Carpen- 
tier came back to ouepoint Lewis in 
20 rounds. When he lost a 15-round 
decision to Joe Jeannette, Carpentier 
was sent to the mat two or three times 
but refused to stay and dropped the 
negro twice for a ‘count of nine. 
But this anomaly of the boxing 
game has done his most important 
fighting out side the ropes. The 
cockpit of an army combat plane has 
seen his most thrilling engagements 
and greatest demonstration of cour- 
age. Cited for heroism several times 
in the world war. Carpentier wears 
the Croix de Guerre and the Military 
Medal, of all decorations, the most 
prized by the French soldier. 
Comrades of Carpentier relate 
how they had watched him thousands 
of feet in the tir attacking an enemy 
or swopping low over a Boche camp 
or alrdrome while German  anti- 
aircraft guns tried to make a sieve 
of his plane. Often, they say, they 
mournfully uttered good-byes to the 
youth, only to see him a fetw minutes 
ater climbing out of the ship wear- 
he smile that specators at Jersey 
City undoubtedly will see when he 
enters the ring to mect Dempsey.

Nominal 
rotis are sent from Ottawa to the 
War Office in London, giving regi- 
mental number, rank, name, initials 
and service unit. The medals come 
back with these particulars stamped 
on the rim. Thus every individual 
medal has to be Identified with the 
man who won it. In case of death 
the medal follows the will. Some 
of the medals will thus find their 
way to next of kin in odd corners of 
Europe and a number,” of course, 
lacking precise information, will 
never be delivered. This will be true. 
too, of the handsome bronze memorial 
plaques and the artistic scrolls which 
have been got up to commemorate 
in the home men who died for their 
country.

NW YORK, June 21—*Boxing’s 
greatest showman.” That is the tit- 
le which George Lewis (“Tex”) 
Rickard, promoter of the coming 

| Dempeey-Carpentier bout, has earn- 

ed in the staging of several bouts 
drawing the largest gate receipts in 
the history of the sport. 

Thrown in contact with the boxing 
game by accident, Rickard, on ac- 
count of whose career reads like fic- 
tion, accomplished nearly everything 
he set his mind.on doing and has 
kept going along successfully, des- 

. pite conditions that sometimes made 
the word “quit” seem attractive. 

Rickard was born In Kansas City, 
Mé., Jan. 2, 1871. His father, a 
milwright, moved to the Panhandle 
of Texas when the embryo promo- 
ter was a small boy. At the agevof 
13 years, thrown on his own resour- 
ces, with a widowed mother, two bro- 
thers and three sisters to support, 
“Tex” turned to the calling of cow- 
punching universal in Texas. 

Then started the travels which 
have made thi? man a “citizen’ of 
the world.” He met success in the 
cattle business but in 1894 “hit the 
trail’ for the Klondike. Months of 
hardship brought fair returns but 
after @ year or two in Dawson, Rick- 
ard again moved. This time, he 
drew up in Goldfied, Ney., at the

From his 
friends he secured enough money to 
offer Jimmy Britt and Terry Mc- 
Govern a $30,000 guarantee*for a 
champlonship bout in Goldfield. 
Coming from an unknown, at that 
time, the offer was hailed by the box- 
ers and their managers as a joke. 

Rickard kept right on however and 
the managers of Joe Gans and Bat- 
tling Nelson were more susceptible 
to the glint of $30,000 in gold 
pleces laid before them. The light- 
we'ghts fought a memorable battle 
at Goldfield. The town was adver- 
tised nationally and “Tex” Rickard 
became a successful fistic promoter.

Moran was game and stub- 
bornly xtood up to Johnson's 
assaulte, which had not tho 
steam of the champion's carlicr 
attacks, Johnson possessed all 
of his old-time skill however. 

There was not a single knock- 
down nor anything that smack- 
ed of a finishing blow. John- 
son's superior skill and his in- 
ccasant uppercutting kept Moran 
in subjection. Moran's attack 
lacked tho power to dispose of 
his adversary. > 

The crowd was as cosmopoli- 
tan as Paris itself, Thero were 
barons and dukes at the ring- 
aide, and carils and duchesses, 
too, Sporting men of many 
nations, clad in the formal oven- 
ing garb with which Europe 
honors its boxers, were part of 
the throng. 

Johnson was proud of his 
victory, for it was the first time 
that a champion as old as he 
had ever defended his title and 
won, He was then 36 years old,

Sudden 
changes from old to new grain: are 
especially dangezous with the’ horse 
and particularly with the horse at 
heavy. “work and on a heavy concen- 
trate ration. There is, of. course, a 
difference due to the time of thresh- 
lng. Grain. which remains in stack 
or mow for several weeks and thus 
becomes dry and cured 1s not so dan- 
gerous as that threshed directly from 
the fleld or immediately after bar- 
vesting. 

As a rule heavy feeding of grain 
is not practiced with cattle and sheep 
on pasture. Where such is the case, 
however, changing from old to new 
grain should be done with care and 
the substitution should be, If pos- 
sible, gradual.- If the ration must, 
of necessity, be composed entirely of 
newly-threshed grain It should at 
Brat be comparatively light and in- 
creased very gradually. 

Pigs usually handle newly-thresh- 
ed grain without much trouble, al- 
thougn if on very heavy rations 
when finishing for market a little 
care should be taken that they be 
not thrown’ off their feed. Newly- 
threshed grain te dificult to grind 
fine and is ‘not easily stored and 
larre quantities of the Kround grain 
may not be stored in bulk as heating 
; cad musting will result, lowering the 

feeding yalue of the grain by reo- 
dering it unpalatable and less di- 
nestible. Musty grain is more dan- 
Kerous than clean, new grain. 

These points should be kept in 
mind. Firat make all changes from 
old to new grain gradually. Second- 
ly, if no old grain is fed as part of 
the ration start the new grain in 
small quantities, xradually increasing 
until the desired quantity in reach- 
ed. Feed no heated or musty grain.

In a season of labor scarcity hay- 
ing Is a problem onthe average 
farm.

First, then, we 
must emphasize the use of machin- 
ery In curing and storing. Men are 
not to be had in plentiful gupply, but. 
in most cases gome forin of co-oper- 
ation nay be regorted to In order to 
obtain the use of tedders, hay load- 
ers and horse forks to handle the 
bulk of the crop. By all means plan 
to use machinery_in piace of men 
this year or otherwise considerable 
of the crop will not be harvested fn 
| the best possible condition. 

It is usually safe to cut after a 
rain when the weather appears to 
have cleared. Red clover should be 
cut when about one-third of the 
heads -have turned brewn. The ted-

ULSTER’S PARLIAMENT 


The first. Irish Parltament since the 
days of Henry Grattan is now estab- 
lished “in the Emerald Isle.. The Ir- 
ich parliament of 1782 was an in- 

dependent instituflon, and it re- 
presented the whole country. The 
Ulster parliament is the first Irish 
governmental body since the Act of 
Union, and whatever else may de- 
velop it Is' to be regarded as an 
intereating experiment. It is one of 
the peculiar manifestations of the 
Home Rale agitations which began 
under Isaac Butt, and was contin- 
ted under Parnell, McCarthy, Red- 
mond and others, that Ulster, which 
had strenuously opposed self-govern- 
ment in Ireland in any. form, while 
the rest of the country demanded 
it, should now. possess its own par- 
Mament, while the other section of 
Ireland should refuse ¢é have any- 
thing to do with local government. 
Ulster has what it always declared 


{t would not accept and the rest of 
the country declines to take what 


it worked’ for forty years to obtain. 

The visit of the King to open the 
Ulster house may have something 
more significant behind it than the 
formal aspect of the cereniony. The 
fact that the republican element re- 
{rained from any hostile demonstra- 
tion it possible of some value, too,

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“DRURY'S FAITH 
IN SWEET GLOVER 


If the sweet clover which I saw 
going into Hon. E. C. Drury’s silo 
* on Saturday comes out again In the 
form of & satisfactory ensilage we 
are on the eve of a greater revolution 
in farm methods in this Province 
than that which accompanied the 
introduction of the silo itself. 
“Green as grass” hardly suffices 
to describe the condition of this 
clover. The crop had just nicely 
started to flower when the binder 
“began work in the field, and an ex- 
ceptionally heavy dew fall on Friday 
night added to the natural moisture 
dn the plants: Part of the crop, put 
in the silo on Friday, contained even 
more moisture than that put in Sat- 
“urday, because on Friday rain fell 
--* until noon and the work of filling 
began directly after dinner. 

One other point may be mention- 
ed. Sweet clover packs well in the 
silo. I saw two men on Saturday in 
a silo 14 feet in diameter doing bet- 

~ ter work in tramping than I have

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BOOM TIMES IN 
| SWEET CLOVER 


These are boom times for sweet 
clover, this crop being generally 
credited with having come through 
the past Winter and the present grow- 
ing season with success where other 
clovers have failed in many instances. 
This week, Just when hay crop is 
the main topic of conversation with 
so many Ontario farmers, we came 
across one report of a sweet clover 
failure, on a scale sufficiently ex- 
tensive to be worth considering. 

Cc. W. Lowes, farmer and cattle 
dealer, whose home farm Is situated 
some 9 miles from Peterboro, sowed 
25 acres of oats In the Spring of 
1920, seeding down the field with 
sweet clover at the same time. The 
seeding was done on a heavy clay 
soll, and. the resulting crop of oats 


“Twas normal, while the sweet clover 


made an average good catch. After 
the oats was harvested the sweet 
clover, which showed good and 
thick was neither cut nor pastured, 
and went into Winter In good abape. 
This Apri}, Mr. Lowes, began to look 
for his sweet clover crop’ and found 
it so thin as to be hardly worth 
considering as a prospect for hay, 
and by Juno there was not sufficient 
sweet clover in the field to be worth 
cutting. 

Mr. Lowes made mention of this 
failure of sweet clover because it is 
unusual for the district, where the 
crop is‘usually a pronounced success 
even this year, when hay of all 
kinds is ght in Durham, and the 
Eastern Ontario counties generally; 
the only brand of clover showing & 
fair stand being alsike. The failure 
has not spoiled his opinion of sweet 
clover as a hay crop, as he admits 
that the soll was anything but ideal, 
having given a very poor return in 
wheat two seasons ago. The point is

that Mr. Lowes gave too much at- 
tention to the very generally made 
claim, that sweet clover will suc- 
‘eced in almost any soil, even where 
other crops have proved a& failure. 
Turning from discussion of crops 
to live stock, Mr. Lowes had a word 
to say, in favor of the motor treck 
as a means of transporting small 
animals. He had come in that same 
day bringing 20 calves from Peter- 
!boro to the Union Stock Yards, mak- 
ing the trip by motor truck from 
Peterboro to within sight of Torontd 
City Hall clock, (over 100 miles), 
in a Mttle more than four hours. 
he stock arrived in good condition 
and the driver said that tho saving 
of time and trouble in “handling 
made motor truck transport pre- 
ferable to rallroad freight service, 
at existing rates.

in Medicine Hat occasioned by the 
death of the Hon. A. L. Sifton Is an 
indication of how the people of th 
Prairie Provinces will vote when 
general election can no longer be de- 
ferred. 

“Col. Spencer was the” ‘Favorite 
Son” of the urban electors of the , 
constituency. He was the strongest 
candidate the Government could put 
in the field. It was hoped that he 
would be able to secure a majority in 
the city, of Medicine Hat great 
enough to overcome the lead of the 
candidate of the United Farmers in 
the rural portion of the seat. There 
seemed to be reasonable ground for 
this hope. The people of Medicine 
Hat in the election of 1908, the first 
after the seat was established, elect- 
ed Mr. Magrath, a Conservative, by 
a majority of 352. In 1911 Mr. Bu- 
chanan,- the Liberal candidate, car- 
ried Medicine Hat on the reciprocity 
issue by a majority of 1,465, but in 
1917 Mr. Sifton, who gave up the 
Premiership of Alberta to contest 
Medicine Hate as a conscriptionist 
and a member of the Union Govern- 
ment, had a majority over C. B. 
Reilly, Laurier Liberal, of 3,301. 
There were three candidates in the 
election of 1917. George Paton, the 
third, obtained only 460 yotes out of 
a total of 10,897 polled. 

“In yesterday's contest the names 
on the register numbered ‘consider- 
ably over 15,000, and it Is doubtful 
if the Government candidate, on the 
final count, will secure more than a 
third of the votes polled. Even the

DETROIT, Mich., 

Detroit may soon be lighting 
homes and streets, running its street 
cars and turning ‘ts factory wheels 
with power from Niagara Falls, 
Mayor Cousens said to-day. 

‘The Mayor said he had been con- 
ferring with officials of Hydro-Elec- 
tric Power Commission of Ontario 
on bringing this power to Detroit 
and that negotiations were already 
under. way for a 10-year contract 
for municipal power and lighting. 

His formal statement to the effect 
that power now Js. being sought for 
municipally-owned cars, street light- 
ing and other city purposes was 
amplified with announcement that 
eventually tho city might de able to 
obtain enough power to supply fac- 
tories and private homes. ‘ 

The Mayor to-day asked City 
Couneil to mark time on its proposal 
to rescind action granting the city 
authority to build a power plant at 
foot of Twenty-fourth Street, declar- 
ing that such action might help to 
lower the rate the city might obtain 
from: Ontario Power Commission 
Company. Council agreed to with- 
out action. 

2 His statement sald In part: 

“I have been tn communication 
with the Hydro-Electric Power Com- 
Mission of Ontario, and June 8th one 
of our engineers visited them seek- 
ing information. 

“Yesterday I spent three hours 
with Sir Adam Beck, Chairman of 
the Commission, and went thorough- 
ly {nto the possibilities of furnish- 
ing Detroit with a considerable 
quantity of Hydro-Electric-power for 
general city use, and particulariy 
for street railway and lighting de- 
partments. 

“In all probability we will be 
apt to make a_ favored contract. 
covering a period of 10 years, for 
from _ 25,000 to 60,000 horse-power, 
at very moderate. rates. In fact, 
such rates as will create a material 
saving for us. 

“While heretofore the commission 
has been short of power, Its Chip- 
pawa-Queenston development will in- 
crease Its capacity nearly 500,000 
horse-power by the Fall of this year.

Some years ago’a small fish of the 

herring family appeared in. the ‘Bay 
in large and increasing © numbers. 
They resembled the common Shad. 
Besides the ‘abore mentioned spe- 
cles, and-many others, which, not 
being objects, of general pursuit, are 
only occasionally taken, such as the 
White Perch or Sheepshead, the Grey 
Mullet, the Eel-pout, the Stone-fish 
and several species of Minnows and 
Darters, the Bay of Quinte harbors 
a few degenerate descendants of 
those mighty fishes which held the 
sovereignty of the seas millions upon 
millions of years ago. Such are the 
Bowfn or Dog-fish, the Bony Pike 
or Bill-fish,- both long and short 
snouted, and the Sturgeon, only the 
last of which ts of any economic 
value, the other three being positive- 
ly uneatabdle. 

From the above notes it will be 
seen that few localities offer greater 
inducements or better sport to the 
angler than the Bay of Quinte, while 
none can surpass it in the healthiness 
of tts climate.

NATURE AND 
P. E. COUNTY 


Prince Edward County comprises 
an irregular shaped peninsula of land 


separated dy Northumberland, Hast-/ = 


ings and Lennox by the Bay of Quinte, 
which with its numerous bays forms 
its northern boundary. The waters 
of Lake Ontario surround the county 
on the other three sides. . The area is 
241,500 acres. 

Topographically Prince Edward is 
singularly regular without being any- 
where very cven, as every motorist 
knows. Geologically the country is 
chiefly of a calcareous nature—in a 
few places rocky to the surface, in 
others possessing a dry rich soll and 
interspersed here’ and there with 
scattered. evidences of the glacial 
period, which proves it to have been 
at one time covered with water. - 

Geographically Prince Edward 
could not possess many lakes and riv- 
ers. Though the extreme length of the 
county is sixty miles, it Is at places 
Yery narrow making important lakes 
and rivers an Impossibility. 

Among the chief lakes are Lake on 
the Mountain, Fish Lake. Roblin’s 
Lake, East and West lakes,(really 
parts of Lake Ontario)

Hast- 
ings and Lennox by the Bay of Quinte, 
which with its numerous bays forms 
its northern boundary.

241,500 acres. 

Topographically Prince Edward Is 
singularly regular without being any- 
where very even, as every motorist 
knows. *Geologically the country is 
chiefly of a calcareous nature—in a 
few places rocky to the surface, in 
others possessing 2 dry rich soll and 
interspersed here and there with 
scattered. evidences of the glacial 
period, which proves it to hare been 
at one time covered with water. - 

Geographically Prince Edward 
could not possess many lakes and riv- 
ers. Though the extreme length of the 
county Is sixty miles, it is at places 
very narrow making important lakes 
and rivers an impossibility.
